A new ! 
pump house has been erected near 
the springs and the more than 1,- 
200 feet of copper pipe have been 
laid from 
the springs and 
pump 
house to the bottling plant. 
Mr. Berger said today that the 
reputation of the Katalysine min­ 
eral water is gaining steadily, with 
inquiries reaching here from as far 
west as the Pacific coast. 
Mr. Berger said that he plans to 
do considerably more improvement 
on the more than 150 acres of land 
surrounding the springs which he 
hopes to develop into a public park 
and playground. 
He is considering 
building a number of tennis courts 
and in the early future he plans to 
lay out a nine-hole golf course.

David Eckert, 17, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John D. Eckert, in front of 
the lane to whose home the accident 
occurred, was the first witness. He 
said a light rain was falling at the 
time and that the mao was slippery 
when the accident happened. 
His attention was attracted to the 
highway by the sound of the two 
machines colliding, he testified, and 
he immediately ran to the scene.
